It is interesting and profitable to 
turn occasionally from a contemplation 
of ' local events to -a consideration of 
■what is going on in tlie world atout us. 

. More especially is it interesting to note 
the progress science is making in nearly 
every department, and to watch the 
steady advance of the brain-power of 
■" the world towards the stage of perfec- 
tion. Within the past year the won- 
derful phonograph, which, being with- 
out tongue or lungs, yet Bpuaks the 
telephone, which causes the human 
TOice to be heard fifty miles distant 
from the speaker; the microphone, 
which intensifies sound so that the step 
of a fly a mile distant is made to ap- 
pear^ , like ' the footfall of an elephant 

• close aV hand; and the electric light, 

-• which throws out a flame so brilliant 
that gas pales and hides before the 
refulgent rays, have all been invented 

^' and turned to practical account. Ex- 
periments upon these inventions are 
proceeding. Active *mihds are endeav- 

■ - oring to grasp still greater wonders, or 
"io improve those already known, and 

a very brief period of time will elapse 
before all will bo introduced and 
utilized here. A late number of the 
San Francisco Alia describes a series of 
experiments with the electric light that 
took place in that city a few days ago. 
The first cvperimont was with a 
Siemens regulator, the carbons of 
which were three-fourths of an inch in 
diameter. The light given by this was 
equal to six thousand candles, and 
thoroughly illuminated a' space for a 
distance of 140 paccs from the centre. 
Market street, from Battery street to 
the Palace Hotel, was brilliantlj- lit up, 
while at the new City Hall, and as far 
out as Hayes street, there was consid- 
erable illumination. The electricity was 
generated by an ordinary six-horse 
power upright engine, run, however, 
only at four-horse power, working an 
ordinary Siemens machine. The final 
experiments were made with six lamps, 
each surrounded by large ground glass 
globe% and each containing four Jab- 
idchk'ofl" candles, erected on post two in 
the building where the engine was, one 
at fthe American District Telegraph 
oflSce, on Sansome street, near Cali- 
fornia, and three in a store on the 
south side of Market street, over a 
thpusa,nd feet from the generator. The 
lamps were worked on two circuits. 
The results obtained were thoroughly 
satisfactory. The light given was all 
prevading, soft, and without any ap- 
preciable heat. The success of the 
illumination was admitted on all hands. 
The electricity was obtained from the 
Gramme machines. Briefly, the elec- 
tricity is first developed in the excita- 
■ tor, composed of four helics, wound 
around with one hundred feet of No. 
8 copper wire. The poles converge to 
a centre, forming a magnetic cylinder, 
inside of which rotates a bobbin, called 
the commutator, which is provided 
with " brushes and smaller com- 
mutators to take off the cuiTent 
of electricity. The current from 
the exictator is directed over to the 
armature of the second machine, the 
distributor, which has six magnets. 
They are arranged like the spokes of a 
■wheel. This armature revolves within 
.'an iron ring, which is surrounded by a 
number of coils of wire, each alternate 
. coil being wound in a reverse direction. 
The ends of all these wires are brought 
out to binding posts, from ■fliicii lead 
the. wires to the candles. Tlie 
space occupied by the Qxcitatop is two 
'' feet square, and about a foot and a 
half in height. The distributor is of 
the same height, and occupies a space 
two by two and a half feet. The 
Gramme machines are from the manu- 
factory of Breguet, of Paris, and are 
the latest and most perfect motors for 
developing electricity for lighting and 
,„6ther purposes. The Jablociikofi' can- 
dles are already well-known, being 
composed of two pencils of carbon, 
with a stick of kaolin between. Tiio 
t pencils are eight inches lona, and one- 
f eighth of an inch in diameter. Each 
burns one hour and a half, and .as a 
lamp has four candles, it will, by means 
•^of a"J commutator, burn continuously 
for six hours without needing ^o be re- 
plenished with fre.sli candles. No ex- 
periments wci-'.'. given with theWEitDE- 
MANN candle, as the current in opera- 
tion was too strong for them. The 
particular point about them is that the 
negative and positive carbons are diflfer- 
ent in their construction. The upper 
carbon is shaped like a truncated cone, 
about an inch in thickness, and is im- 
movable, while the lower carbon is in 
the ordinary pencil shape, and is HKidc 
to constantly bear upon the one above 
it by weights, and it is in this regard 
that for practical purposes it is so much 
inferior to the Jablociikoff candle, 
and BO much superior to the ordina;",- 
electric light, which requires tlie regu- 
lation of both carbons by means of 
weights or springs. Yesterday, con- 
nection was made with the Gold and 
Stock Telegraph Company, and now all 
the electricity used in running their 
stock indicators throughout the city is 
supplied from the Gramme machines, 
thus doing away with 500 cups, which 
heretofore composed their battery. An 
investigation, yesterday, ihowed that 
the iwprk;\vas much better done, and 
ih'a "short time all the companies using 
electricity in this city, as the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, will di.s- 
pense with their cup batteries. It is 
proposed shortly to run the elevators in 
a number of our principal hotels by 
electricity, Mr. ITield being confident 
that it can be more economically and 
satisfactorily done than at the present 

■ time by steam engines and water pow- 
er. On Friday evening next, on the 
occasion of the inauguration ball given 
by the Olympic Club, their new hall 
and parlors will be illuminated by the 
electriclight. - 



OUH FARMERS. 



Those who reside on the Island and 
on the Lower Fraser pay very little at- 
tention to their own interestis. Vic- 
toria, New Westnmster.drid 'ITanaimo 
contain over elovraifithottsand ^^ inhabi- 
tants, and they are a prosperous people 
always ready to pay in cash. Thoy con- 
sume annually a million pounds of 
flour, and it is nearly all _ supplied by 
foreigners. This fact is very damaging 
to the clmracter of our farmers and it 
injures the Province. Outsiders sup- 
pose there is no agricultural coun- 
try here. A Yankee would not 
believe that such markets as ours are 
so close to a large extent of country 
ready for the plough and permitted to 
remain waste. A.t Langloy there are 
four thousand acres of such land lying 
useless. Cliillawhack and Sumass are 
well-known wheat producing districts, 
and along the Fraser to Y''ale there is a 
good deal of exoellent ^ farming land. 
All along the Fraser and at Yale we 
see "flour from Oregon." The farmers 
in that locality do not produce flour 
enough for themselves, and it seems ab- 
surd to remind them of the fact that 
eleven thousand people reside in our 
cities and require food, for which they 
are ready to pay in cash. ' But wb must 
do our duty and toll our friends the 
plain truth. They are not energetic; 
they have no idea of what farmers in a 
new country can do by unitiiig and act- 
ing as a body. We believe they should 
form an assoeiation of their own 
and try to find commission merch- 
ants who ■\\ould agi'ee to take 
at New Westminster and Victoria 
their surplus supply of wheat ; and 
they should give these merchants secur- 
ity that they would supjily them an- 
nually with a certain quantity, the 
price to be regulated by the price of 
flour. The average ))rice of Hour in 
Victoria has been 81 per 100 Ib.s. The 
price at present is iJG per barrel. 
Half the population in our cities are egg- 
eaters; but many of the eggs thoy eat 
are laid by Yankee hens. A well man- 
aged poultry yard pays better than any 
other industry connected with the 
farm. There is no land better fitted to 
produce dry potatoes than our own, 
and we get some of our supjdies from 
Humboldt Bay and Port Townsond. 
The stranger wlio .sees our markets 
supplied with foreign potatoes must 
say — "The British Columbian farmers 
sleep a good deal too much." We hope 
to see our energetic farmers pay some 
attention to the hints contained in 
this article. It is only by united no- 
tion and (in the absence of a j)ublic 
market) with the assistance of clear- 
headed, honest commission merchants 
that they can secure the home markets 
and make money.

Mr. Speaker took the clmir at 2:05 p.m. 

COLLECTIOJf OF REVENITB. 

Hon. sir. Beaven in moving the second 
reading said '.tho bill was not specially 
taken from any cinb ystatute in tho Do- 
nunion. ..It was.oQ act which, ho thouglit 
was much- needed. ItMvould empower 
tho Liout. -Governor in council to appoijit 
persons to collect tlio rovenuo and to fix 
their salarigs, which were to bo suflioient 
in liou of any feus, comminsions, etc. 
Tlio act deals witli the oflicei-s' hours, and 
liability of accountants and revenue of- 
ficers. ' These mil bo fouad embodiecl in 
'ncta pnssed in Canada before tho Province 
. of Ontario was known. Those claims are 
in force throughout tho wliclo of tho Do- 
minion. During recess lio liad ondcavcr- 
ed to ;get .all tho information possible 
from the troasui-ers in other parts of tlie 
gjSpndnipn-'and they. had given him ovoiy 
assistjEuxcb. jPhe clauso referring to the 
diitioVof iiio auditor was in vogue in other 
Provinces, it would bo his duty to see 
tliat no warrants sliould bo issued for 
sums boyond the sums voted. In refer- 
onco to tlic public accounts it would pro- 
vide for the closing of the fiscal year on 
tlio 60th of June. Clauso 41 is ono which 
gives the Lieut. -Governor power to remit 
duties and taxes, and is embodied in the 
acts of all tlie other Provinces. Clauso 
48 in roferenco to inatltutions outiruly sup- 
ported by Government grants would pro- 
Tido for their sending in full returns. 

Mr. Smitho said lie had not had time 
to go as carefully as ho would wish over 
tho bill, but from what ho had seen ho 
thought it was a stop in tho right direc- 
tion. He was particularlj' in favor of tho 
clause referring to tho Auditor for he con- 
sidered that up to tho present timo his 
duties had not been clearly defined. Ho 
thought that oflicer should to a certain ex- 
tent, bo independent of tho Pinanco Min- 
ister. Ko . thought the House could 
scarcely give too mucli power to tho Au- 
ditor, for in Canada ho haa nioro power 
than the Minister of Finance, and as a 
rule matters arc first referred to liim. Ho 
would if possible like a little more timo to 
examine tho bill. 

Hen. Mr. Walkom said the reading of 
tho bill would convince tho hon. gentle- 
man of its simplicity. It had cost the in- 
troducer much trouble, timo and labor to 
frame it, and lie must say ho considered 
it a really good bill; it was made up from 
the various bills on tho subject in Canada, 
some of them thirty years old. Ho would 
like to sec the bill go on for ho felt sure 
hon. gentlemen would find no difliculty 
when they read tho various clauses. 

Mr. Vci-non said he had been tlirough 
tho bill carefully and thought it was an 
excellent one and ono wliich should have 
been passed some years since. In this 
country the heads of tho departments have 
to occupy the principal part of tlioir time 
in that department, whereas in other 
countries tho deputies do tlio work, the 
head occupying liis time in executive 
work. In England they have an examin- 
ation for the civil service; this could not 
be the case in this country, but he thought 
it would be well to do something to place 
tho service on a bettor fcjoting. 

Mr. Mara said the measure reflected 
groat credit on tho introducer, but it was 
ft long and important bill and lie thought 
time should bo allowed lion, gentlemen 
to study it. Ho would himself like to 
get the opinion of some^ gentleman who 
had been in tho service for a ninnbor of 
years. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys considered that 
a bill like the present had been required 
for years. At present tho successors of a 
defeated Government are calledon to enter 
into departmental work without any pre- 
paration whafever,' and he thought this 
should be altered and that there should 
be competent deputy heads. Tho leaders 
of the Government ought not, as a matter 
of fact, to liave anything to do with busi- 
ness. Their work should consist of fore- 
shadowing a policy and looking after tlie 
requirements of the country. He did not 
think that there was any necessity to de- 
fer this bill for a day as tho provisions in 
it were embodied in almost eveiy country 
to which English jurisdiction extends. 

Mr. Wilson said it was all very well in 
places like England that the ministers 
. should not have anything to do with de- 
partmental work, but in a one-horse place 
like this it wa.-i nonsense. In this Pro- 
vince the aim should bo te carry on tho 
Government as cheaply as possible, and 
ho thought the heads of departments 
should be not only ornamental but useful. 
The bill he considered a good and simple 
one and the sooner it was put into opera- 
tion tho better. 

Mr. Williams said he was in favor of 
, tho bill, but he considered that the liead.? 
' of the departments shoidd work 

Mr. Bennett said that he considered it 
very necessary that the Houso should 
have alittle time allowed them to study this 
bill, for those gentlemen who had spoken 
on it had directed their attention to the 
desirability of the heads of tho depart- 
ments working or not. Thoy Iiad not re- 
ferred to tho bill except in this particular 
and had showed tliat tliey had not care- 
fully studied the bill. The bill principal- 
ly applies to tho collection of tho revenue. 

Hon. Mr. Ilumplircys explained that 
ho did not mean to say that the ministers 
should do no work; what he meant was 
that they sliould not have to do tho whole 
department work. 

Mr. Vernon said he thought the Min- 
isters should, of course, overlook all the 
work in their departments and see that it 
was done correctly. 

The bill .was then.read a second time 
ftnd .committed with Mr,.. Harris in the 

01aaso -l,:defining the ,. meaning of the 
word Eevenue,' passed; • i •' 

Clauso 2, stating tliat any, officer tem- 
porarily employed shall be subject to tho 
Act, passed. 

Clause 3, giviiigthe Lieut. Governor in 
■Council power to appoint olliccrs to col- 
lopt the revoiiuej etc., passed. 

Olaiise'4. The salaiy of all officers to 
be'suflicient without fees, etc., passed. 

Clauso 5. No oflicer can be compell- 
ed to servo on a jurj', etc., passed. 

Clauso G. A form of oath for persons 
oppointed to any oihce. This .was also 
made applicable to officers now iii the ser- 
vice, and the clauso jiasscd. 

CIeuso 7. The Lieut. -Governor in Coun- 
cil to make all such new divisions of the 
Province into districts or otherwise as are 
required with regard to tho collection or 
management of the Reyenuo. Passed. 

Clause 8. With reference to any gen- 
enJ regulation or order made by the 
Lieut. -Governor in Council. , Passed. 

Clause 9. Such orders, "to 'be-Eniiiied. 
.passed. //. ' '_' " ^ '-. 



Clauso 10. Recognizing tlao power of 
deputies to act for superior officers. Possed. 
Clause 11 passed. 

Clause 12. Authorizing tho employ- 
ment in any branch of the revenue of a 
porson employed in any other branch. 
Passed. 

Clause 13. Fixing tho time that public 
offices shall he kept open — from 9 to 12 
a: m^and'&dm 1 to 5 p. m. ' 

Mr.' ifjia-^Frbm 12 to 1 o'clock is the 
timo that business men find most conveni- 
ent to call at public offices; ho would have 
the public offices open from 9 to 4. 

Mr. Smitho agreed with Mr. Mara and 
s;iid it was tho duty of the House to con- 
sult tho ultercst and convenience of tho 
public above eveiythii^ else and to con- 
duce to the .best means of facilitating tho 
transaction of business at tho Government 
offices by the public. The office hours 
should bo continuous from tho hour of 
opening to that of closing, and if from 9 
to 5 was too long then make it from 9 to 
4 and do away with the hour at noon, 
during which the offices were now pro- 
posed to bo closed to the public. 

Mr. Walkcm did not agree with this at 
all. Tho clerks hero are woU paid; they 
get 20 per cent, more than clerks employ- 
ed in other places. The best paid clerk 
in tho Postollico docs not get as much as 
the lowest i)aid clerk in our departments, 
and they have to attend from 8 in tho 
morning until C in tho evening. Myself 
and my colleagues have to -work ov-ery 
day for more than seven liour.s. 

Sir. Evans called at tho public ofliccs 
often at did'erent liours during the day 
and tho answer ho .alwaj's got was, "out at 
lunch." Ko ono there to do business. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven — Any clerk can do 
more from 9 to 11 in the morning when 
his head is clear than ho can do during 
the remainder of the day. 

INIr. Wilson thought the hour reserved 
for lunch tho most important^of the twen- 
ty-four, and said is would bo cruel in the 
extreme to deprive the pour clerks of 
their lunch; how were thoy to keep up 
tho rest of the day? Mi\ Wilson thfen 
made ono of liis usual personal attacks on 
tho incinber for Ciiwiohan, .-laying it was 
not to bo expected that he knew much 
about office work as he had been trained 
to follow the plow and such like. 

Mr. Smithe retorted, saying ho depre- 
cated personalities os.a rnlo, but as the 
question before tho House had l)eon lost 
sight of, and the member for Victoria had 
vented his personal enmity by referring 
to him (Mr. S.) in what was meant in tho 
small way peculiar to Mr. Wilson, in 
terms of disparagement. He (iMr. S.) 
would claim tho right to reply iioraonally. 
He said tile member for Victoria having 
been trained to business on tho very lim- 
ited scale on which his little retail store 
on (Jovernment street was now establish- 
ed, his mind had become moulded to 
that ono small standard, and ho was ut- 
terly incapable of grasping an idea of 
greater magnitude tlian would be nccos- 
sary to enable him to sell a luit across his 
counter for 50 per cent, more than it was 
worth. Ho (Mr. W.) never tired of com- 
paring tho Provincial Treasury with a 
small trader's oflice, and .claiming that 
Olio good clerk could do the work. If the 
hon. gentleman had taken the trouble as 
a member of tho public accounts commit- 
tee to acquaint himself with the working 
of tlie department ho would have dis- 
covered that there wa.4 no room for com- 
parison. When a vouchor for any 
amount, say §2. 50 was presented for pay- 
ment at the treasury, the treasurer might 
feel perfectly sure the voucher was cor- 
rect, but ho could not put his hand in the 
till and pay it and then enter it in his 
books and have done with it. Ho must 
first of all refer it to tho Auditor wiio 
would have to see first if there was any 
vote of tho House for that particular ser- 
vice; then, if satisfied on that head, if the 
vote had been all expended or if sufficient 
was left to pay the amount on the vouchor; 
next he would h.avo to find out if there 
was a Governor's warrant for the pay- 
ment of the amount, and sometimes there 
would be some otlior authority, and the 
auj,litor would havo to discover if* there 
was an order in council authorizing tho 
payment. This wits tho routine connect- 
ed with the payment of cveiy voucher, 
and when it was remembered how many 
hundreds of vouchors had to be so treated 
it would bo obvious to all, save the small-' 
minded nionibor for Victoria, that in the 
Treasury it was laborious work. Ho had 
never claimed that it required greater 
knowledge of book-keeping. 
Clauses 13 and 14. Passed. 
Clauses 15, 10, 17 and 18. Referring to 
details. Pa.ssod witliout discussion. 

Clause 19. Imposing a fine of §100 up- 
on any public (jflicor who shall not for- 
ward his account to the head of the de- 
partment in time. Passed. 

Clause 20. Authorizing tho Minister of 
Finance to direct persons wjio liave re- 
ceived money for the Crown to pay tho 
same. Passed. 

Clause 21. Passed, 

Clauso 22. Authorizing the Finance 
Minister to charge interest on sums which 
deputies retain in their hands boyond a 
certain period, (one per cent, per month, 
to bo charj;ed to such officers). Passed. 

Clauso 23. Authorizing tho Finance 
Minister to insist on tho immediate trans- 
mission of vouchers. ' Passed. 

Clause 24. Detailed, passed. 

Clauso 25. Autlioriiiiiig the Finance 
Minister when ho can b}' reference to tho 
books, show that any officer has leglected 
to pay to hiui monies ho may havo receiv- 
ed, Bwoar an affidavit before a judge and 
seize the property of the deputy. 

Mr. Mora — ^Do you moan to ssvy that a 
Justice of tho Peace has jni-isdiction in a 
case of this kind ? 

Mr. Beaven — Yes, if ilie amount places 
tho case within tho liiiiit.s of his jurisdic- 
tion. Passed. 

Clause 2G. Holding oflicors accountable 
for losses sustained by thoir negligence. 
Passed. 

Clause 27. Authorizing tho Finance 
Minister to recover money retained by 
officers in their hands. 

Clauses 28, 29, 30, 31, 32, 03, 34, 35, 
30 and 37, giving tlie Finance Minister 
power to make proper arrangements for 
tho transmission and collection of tho 
public revenue. Passed. 

Clauso 38. Imposing penalties on per- 
sons in the public service who receive 
bribes. Passed. 

Clauses 39 and 40. Detailed. Passed. 

Clause 41. Authorizing the Lieuteimnt- 
Govornor to remit any tax payable to her 
Majesty. 

Mr. Vernon wished to have an explana- 
tion from tlie Finance Ministei'. 

Mr. Beaven — It has been frequently 
done by the Lieut. -Governor in Council. 
The Bill merely gives him a right to do 
so according to the statute. 

The remaining clauses and tho schedulo 
then passed without debate and the com- 
mittee roso and reported tho bill com- 
plete with amendments. 

Tho report was ordered to be c&nsidor- 
ed on Thursday. ~ ' 

ADSIINISTRATION OF JU.STICE BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem, in moving the sec- 
ond reading of this bill, said ho regretted 
that there were not more lawyers in the 
House, but ho had taken an opportunity 



of sending a copy of the bill to each of the 

ju^es and lawyers^ 

TOe' bill was here handed round and by 

tho wish of the House tho Attorney- 
General postponed its second reading till 
to-moiTow in order to give membora an 
opportunity of studying its provisions.

An act respecting tho costs of levying 
distresses for small rents and penalties 
was rend a first timo; second reading on 
Thursday.

Editor Coloxist: — Your contenipo- 
rary in its is.suo of \Vcdnesday la.st 
publishes a letter signed "The Other 
Side," in which he states that I am 
wrong in my allegation that Cassiar 
contributes more than Cariboo to tho 
revenue of the Province; but even he 
can only, by giving Cariboo credit for 
the lohole of the road tolh, to which I 
can hardl}' fancy .she is entitled, bring 
his total to a little over $24,000 as 
against Cassinr's §20,008. He goes on 
to state that Cariboo pays more school 
tax than Oassiar, thereby^ I conceive, 
endeavoring to throw a slur on the lat- 
ter place ; but he forgets that many 
Cu.ssiar niou pay tlieir tax in Victoria, 
where thoy generally winter, and if 
this sum wa.<5 added to the revenue de- 
rived from tho District, it would 
amount to considerable more. Now, 
ill support of iny view * that Cassiar, 
owing to her want of representation, 
has been, unfairly dealt with, I will 
take the estimates for tho six nionth.^ 
ending June 30tli, 1878, and show the 
amounts appropriated to each place re- 
spectively. I am unable to do the same 
with the estimates for the six months 
ending December, 1878, owing to tlie 
cxpendituro for the latter period on the 
roads, streets and bridges being lump- 
ed together:

Since tho above sums were voted 
three constablss at Cassiar have been 
dispensed witli, and the salaries of the 
Gold Commissioner and recorders havo 
been reduced. 

In addition to the above Cariboo 
gets a share of several items that are 
lumped together in the estimates, such 
a.s indemnity to members and mileage 
,'?12,270; education $23,000 (there arc 
no scliools at Cassiar); and administra- 
tion of juptico §3,275. (No judge came 
to Cassiar last year to the great incon- 
venience of: the tpders and others, and 
in the face of the fact of there being a 
prisoner for trial for murder, who is 
still retained in gaol.) There is no 
hospital nt Cassiar and when a man is 
taken ill his fellow-miners have to put 
their hands iu their pockets and make 
a subscription to get him out of the 
country. Therefore the §500 voted 
for hospital '.was never received., in ^the 
district ' 'Tfie Government*' will ''not 
even take charge of lunatics, and last 
year a poor follow went out of his 
mind and the miners had to subscribe 
to pay a man to take him to Wrangel. 

On the whole I think ".Tlie Other 
Side " in fairness mil have. -to confess 
that I have more than made out my 



case and that a district which contri- 
butes one-sixth of the revenue of tlie 
entire Province, a fact he'does not dis- 
pute, is entitled to some and more than 
one representative amongsf - the 24 who 
assemble at tlie so-called House of Re- 
presentatives, and that the present dis- 
tribution is a mockery of tho name of 
representative Government. Some sur- 
prise has been expressed to me by sev- 
efol Cassiar men here that I made no 
raention"in my last letter of the want 
of a trail from Cariboo Camp (a spot 
about half-way along the trail from 
Telegraph Creek to Dease Lake) to the 
now dijjgiugs ou Dofot Creek, a dis 
tanco of about GO miles. I understood, 
however, that a deputation had already 
waited upon the Commissioner of Lands 
and Works and laid the matter before 
him, and ho had promised to do his 
best, which, if it moans anytliing, is 
tantamount to saying it will bo carried 
out. Tho o.xpense in any case will bo 
but trifling and will repay' itself ten- 
fold. • 1! ^ ' ^ w.
